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CHARTER  OAK  PRIVATE  HOSPITAL. 

THE  year  1914  marks  the  eighth  year  of  activity  of  the  Charter  Oak  Private 
Hospital,    a    year    which    has    been    one    of    satisfactory    progress    and 
development  in  the  whole  sphere  of  its  work.     Special  attention  may  be 
called  to  the  following  improvements: 

There  have  been  added  a  new  patient's  room,  a  new  private  bath-room,  and 
a  new  diet  kitchen  complete,  while  all  the  private  rooms  have  been  refinished.  The 
old  signal-bell  system  has  been  discontinued  and  a  new  Bryant  Electric  Company 
annunciator  system  installed  in  each  room,  thus  doing  away  with  all  noise  of  bells. 
In  the  basement  a  water  heater  has  been  installed  which  supplies  eight  gallons 
of  hot  water  per  minute.  The  laundry  has  been  renovated  and  is  now  equipped 
with  the  so-called  Troy  laundry  system. 

During  the  year  there  were  420  admissions  —  375  surgical  cases  and  45 
medical  cases  —  with  7  fatalities  (1.67%).  Of  these,  one  was  caused  by  general 
peritonitis  following  gastric  ulcer  which  had  perforated  before  the  patient  was 
admitted;  two  by  general  peritonitis  following  ruptured  appendices,  rupture  having 
taken  place  some  time  previous  to  admission.  One  death  occurred  four  days  after 
operation  for  retroperitoneal  sarcoma,  the  patient  dying  with  symptoms  of  cardio- 
renal  insufficiency.     One  patient  died  five  hours  after  an  emergency  operation  for 
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acute  hemorrhagic  pancreatitis.  This  patient  was  brought  to  the  hospital  in  extremis, 
rallied  temporarily  after  operation,  but  finally  showed  symptoms  of  cardiac  failure. 
The  sixth  fatality  occurred  in  a  case  operated  on  for  myoma  of  the  uterus.  Fifteen 
hours  after  the  operation  there  was  a  sudden  marked  acceleration  and  weakening 
of  the  heart  without  apparent  cause;  a  secondary  exploratory  operation  was  per- 
formed but  no  internal  hemorrhage  discovered.  The  patient  did  not  rally  and  died 
three  hours  subsequent  to  this.  The  last  fatality  was  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
in  a  patient  previously  an  inmate  of  Wildwood  Sanitarium  and  operated  on  at  the 
Charter  Oak  Private  Hospital  about  three  weeks  previous  to  his  death  for 
tuberculous  adenitis. 

The  hospital  is  open  to  receive  patients  of  all  physicians  and  inspection  is 
cordially  invited.     The  rates  are  from  $3.00  to  $6.50  per  day.
